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Examiner Amendment 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

3. Claims 6 and 8 (Currently Amended), there is a uppercase letter that 
should be in lower case, "a first Communication device" should be changed to - 
a first communication device --. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2-6,9-17 and 19-22 are allowed. 

2. The examiner's reason for allowance is based on the applicant's 
Amendment and Remarks filed on 11/07/05. 

3. Regarding independent claim 6, the present invention teaches a method 
of communication data stored on a first communication device to a second 
communication device comprising: 

receiving data by the first communication device; generating by the first 
communication device, first and second dictionaries from the received data, the 
first dictionary being based on data received earlier than data used to generate 
the second dictionary the first dictionary being provided to the second 
communication device; 
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and sending the second dictionary to the second communication device if 
the second communication device is presently connected to the first 
communication device by a first channel there between exhibiting a cost of 
operation less than the cost of operation of a second channel there between: 

scheduling transmission of the second dictionary to the second 
communication device at a later time when the second communication device is 
connected to the first communication device by the first channel if the second 
communication device is not presently connected to the first communication 
device by the first channel. 

4. Regarding claim 8, the present invention teaches a method of 
communicating data on a first communication device to a second communication 
device comprising: 

receiving data by the first communication device; generating by the first 
communication device, first and second dictionaries from the received data, the 
first dictionary being based on data received earlier than data used to generate 
the second dictionary the first dictionary being provided to the second 
communication device; and 

sending the second dictionary to the second communication device if the 
second communication device is presently connected to the first communication 
device by a first channel there between exhibiting a cost of operation less than 
the cost of operation of a second channel there between: determining if the 
quality of the first dictionary is better than the quality of second, dictionary: and 
compressing the data with the first dictionary to generate compressed data which

is sent to the second communication device if the quality of the first dictionary is 
greater than the quality of the second dictionary and the second communication 
device is connected to the first communication device by the second channel. 

5. Regarding claim 13, the present invention teaches a communication 
system comprising: 

a first communication device for receiving data; and 
a second communication device connectable to the first communication 
device by a first channel or a second channel there between, the first channel 
exhibiting a cost of operation less than the cost of operation of the second 
channel; the first communication device including first and second dictionaries 
which are generated in the first communication device, the first dictionary being 
based on data received earlier than data used to generate the second dictionary, 
the first dictionary being provided to the second communication device, the first 
communication device sending the second dictionary to the second 
communication device if the second communication device is presently 
connected to the first communication device by a first channel there between 
exhibiting a cost of operation less than the cost of operation of the second 
channel there between; 

wherein the first communication device schedules transmission of the 
second dictionary to the second communication device at a later time when the 
second communication device is connected to the first communication device by 
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the first channel if the second communication device is not presently connected 
to the first communication device by the first channel.
